CHAMBERBBUNM, Pa, May 31.—Thad-
deun M, Mahon wans found dead In bed in hin
country Home at Scotland this morning,
Heart disenses wns the cause of his death,
He had been 11 for some manths,

Mr. Mahon was born at Green Village In
1840 and recelved a common school and
academie edueation. He enllsted an a pri-
vate In Company A, 120th Pennsylvanin
Volunteers, In Auguet, 1802, and re-aniisted
an i veteran it January, 1864, in the 2Jlat
Pennsyivanin Coavalry, serving untll Septem-
ber, 1864, 1Mle participated In most of the
enengenents of the Army of the Potomno,
bheing attached to the Hth Corps; he won
pericusly wounded ot Boydton Plank Mo,
Vo, on November 4, 1564, At the end of
the wiit Mr. Mahon read Inw and was ad-
mitted to practice in 1871, and engrged ne-
tively In his profession In southern FPenne
gy ivanin ever sinoee He wan 0 member of
the Pennsvivania Leglslatura in 1570, 1871
and 1872, nnd wiss 4 candiduate for Congress
11 the 18t Distriet in 1876, was defeated by
W, 5.
